The follbwihg directions are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship) now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon: 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacon, Nortu Saxnp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, 4 a cable from the buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly beariag a black dia- 
mond elevated on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 

A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand; is » loaded crib-.. an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a small vessel. A 
pole.20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is'secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of a few months, 
of-which jdue notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacon, Noxta Sasp—tIn 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Nortru Saxp—1 cable distant in a S. 
W. direction from. black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle elevated on & white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are white-wasbed. 

No. 5. Beacon, Nort Saxp—On the ‘spit 14 cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 feet at low water). Thig 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on a white pole 
abeve the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6, Braco’, Noaru Sanv—l1 cable distant from 
white buoy in a.Westerly ditection, is placed in.7 feet 
at low water. Qn_-the top af the pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex-of which is on the lower part-of the pole. 
This ‘beacen forms o-conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. * 

No. 7, Beacon, Sovrm |Saxp—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having.a St. Andrew's 
cros§ elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8. Beacon, Sourn Sixp—A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low water. This Reacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross on & pole as above de- 
scribed in No.7. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intesded as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels |. 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. For Vessels’ of 
latge draught the x Beacons will be, found invalnable, 
as by taking care to © port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the bjack top buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
2% feet at bigh water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be) with 
safety rounded, then steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. 

No. 9. Beacon, Sovrn Saxp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in 1 tootet low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by » black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontai with each other: The tops of the piles 
are also black. 

No. 10. Brxcox—Is # land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a large Whité Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part,of the Beacon is white-washed. 

All buoys of the North Sand, after entering the 

hannel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ad close onthe port” hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the ‘Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks tor the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the .several 
buoys. : 

The old white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in.12 feet at low water, which must.be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand, 

: By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
j care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River..

“TRE GOLD EXPORT TAX. 








There is probably no one measure which has 
evoked more discussion, or which’ has been made 
a greater handle of by the Victoria Union clique 
and their minions in Cariboo, or whicff has been 
made the subject of a greater amount of misre- 
presentation, than has theAneasure passed dur- 
ing the last session of the Legislature, imposing 
an export tax of two shillings per ounce upon 
gold; An earnest desjre to disabuse the mind 
of the miners. of the misapprehension created by 
a class of politicians who seek to. make uge of 
this question fur the furtherence of their own sel- 
fish schemes, is our excuse for recurring to a sub- 
ject which has become almost stereotyped in these 
columns: We, therefore, crave the indulgence 
of our.readers, and the patient and candid atten- 
tion of that important class of colonists on whose 
behalf we especially write. It has been asserted 
by the opponehts of this tax that it-was devised 
by a New Westminster clique, and it is charged 
against Governor Seymour that he was anduly 
influenced by that clique in giving his assent to 
the measure. 
the measire will be a sufficient refutation of all 
such party clap-trap. 
tumn of 1858 we find the then Govesuor, in a 


- dispatch, advocating the establishment of an as- 


say office at Victoria, saying with respect to an 


export tax upon gold: “‘ This” (that is the es- 
tablishment of an assay office,) ‘‘ would throw 


the export of yold into the hands of large deal- 


ers, who, having no indacement to amuggle 
equal « to ‘the risk, would export through the 
lawful channel, paying the duty, which they 
in torn would take care to levy’ on the miver, 
by dedugting it from the price paid. An ex- 
port.luty might then be imposed with advant- 
age, and be found easy and cheap of collection.” 


A little later he says, respecting this same tax : 
‘An export duty on gold would now yield a ré- 


' gpectable amount of revenue, and together with

‘during the encumbency of the late Duke of New- 


Report, Blue Book, part 3, page 14,) and from 


>the duties levied on imports, would probably 


yield an income of £100,000 per annum,” Thus 
we have the most incontrovertable evidence that 
the then Governor was not only in favor of the 
tax, bat that he urged it upon the Imperial Gov- 
ernment as.an important reason for the establish- 
ment of an assay office. A little further on we 
find His Grace, the late Duke of Newcastle, in a 
dispatch announcing the assent of Her Majesty’s 
Government to the establishment of an Assay, 


using the following language:— * * “and 
having regard to the advantages.to the miners 
in ascertaining and realizing their treasure, as 
well as to the facilities which will be afforded in 
the collection of a revenue from an export duty 
on gold, Her Majesty’s Government have given 
their sanction to the measure.” Here, then, we
